Indirect Way — Frank 
Obear, the Silk Stocking Candidate, 
Only Gets Eighteen Votes — Filley’s 
Friends Get Even for “De Ole Man’s”’ 
Exclusion From the State Convention. 


The Eleventh District Republican Conven- 
tion forthe purpose of nominating district 
delegates to the National Convention was 
opened at 11:30 o’clock to-day in Social Turn- 
er Hall, Thirteenth and Monroe streets. The 
time fixed for the convention was 100’clock, 
but the delegates were very slow in arriving 
and disposed to linger in the saloon down 
stairs, where the candidates and their friends 
indulged in some tall button- 
holing. The impression of the 
delegates first on the ground was 
that Internal Revenue Collector Charles F. 
Wenneker and ©. H. Sampson would win 
hands down. The Silks present did not ex- 
actly like this arrangement and on their 
arrival they started a boom for Frank Obear 
ofthe Twenty-eighth Ward. The argument 
was used that harmony could notbe fully 
secured if the Filleyite wing was allowed to 
take both ofthe honors. Mr. Sampson, who 
was classed as a Filleyite and who has been so 
considered by the Silks, arrived about half 
past 100’clock wearing a finely polished silk 
tile. He shook hands with everybody and 
wanted it understood that he was neither a 
Silk nor Hoodlum, buta pronounced Repub- 
lican, who believed in a united party instead 
of one split up in factions.

Ex-Chairman A, J. Davis of the Silk Com- 
mittee loomed up next and conversed with 
Recorder of Deeds W. A. Hobbs and Charles 
H. Smith, who is related to Mr, Rh. C. Kerens 
as confidential secretary. 

Mr. Smith was congratulated by the Silk 
Stocking delegates over Mr. Kerens’ success- 
ful encounter with the Filleyites, who tried to 
defeat him as a delegate-at-large. He 
had nothing to say further than that he had 
only come up to 100K on.

Before His Death in St. Louis J. B. 
Cowan Confessed to Arson. 


Startling Revelations Made by a Promi- 
nent Merchant of Dallas, Tex. 


THE RECENT BIG FIRE AT THAT PLACE 
WAS OF INCENDIARY ORIGIN. 


Cowan Came to St. Louis to Consult a 
Specialist on Consumption and Was 
Met at the Depot by One of Furlong’s 
Detectives and Kept Under Constant 
Surveillance—His Death at 2327 Mar- 
ket Street—Prospect of More Startling 
Developments in the Case. 


At 3:30 o’clock last Friday afternoon J. B. 
Cowan of Dallas, Tex., died at No. 22827 
Market street, in this city, and before his 
death he madea startling confession stating 
that he had been guilty of burning his 
place of business in Dallas, Tex., on July 
25 last, for the purpose of collecting the in- 
surance thereon. The circumstances sur- 
rounding his death, the remarkable story 
which promises to be developed through his 
confession and the criminal features now said 
to be on the verge of development 
in the case, make it altogethef one of the 
strangest that has cometo light in many 
days, and promise further disclosures both 
in Dallas and St. Louis which are now causing 
intense excitement in anticipation of their 


possible results. 
MET BY A DETECTIVE. 

When Cowan, dying of consumption, 
reached St. Louls from San Antonio, Tex., 
only last Tuesday evening for the 
purpose of being treated by a 
St. Louis specialist in pulmonary 
diseases, he was met at the Union Depot by 
a detective from the Furlong Secret Service 
Agency of this city, who accompanied him to 
No. 2327 Market street and remained 
there with him day and night. The dying 
man had been accompanied by his wife and 
child and these two, after his death, went to 
the residence of Mr. Thomas Fur- 
long, chief of that bureau, where they 
remained until the body was ready for ship- 
ment t@ Dallas. The detective on duty at 
the Market street house, where Cowan 
had taken rooms, which was kept 
by a Mrs. Peterson, still remained 
there with the corpse. Cowan, as stated, 
died on Friday afternoon last. Within half 
an hour after his death. his body was 
taken down to the undertaking estab- 
lishment of J. P. Murrell & Sons 
at Fourteenth and Market streets, there em- 
balmed, and on Saturday evening it was 
shipped to Dallas. The remains 
were accompanied by the widow 
and child of the deceased, and 
by an officer from the Furlong Secret Service 
Bureau. They arrived in Dallas on Sunday 
last and were buried yesterday. It was at 
that time the story of Cowan’s 
confession became public. The 
deceased had been oneof the most Promi- 
nent business men in Dalias, engaged in the 
wholesale liquor trade. His alleged

OF SELF-DEFENSE 18 UNFOUNDED. 


Williamson Had Nothing in His Hands 
When Shot—It Was After He Was 
Wounded That He Picked Up a Hatchet

The evidence taken by the Coroner in the 
inquest yesterday on Sherman Williamson, 
the hostler who was shot Saturday night by 
Ed Andrews at Fisher’s stable on Olive street, 
will be submitted to the Assistant Prosecut- 
ing Attorney of the Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection to-morrow, and until then the pris- 

oners, Andrews and Mrs. Williamson, will 
be held in the holdover of the Central Police 
Station. Mrs. Williamson takes 
her incarceration very much to 
heart and seemed to be quite 
@ different woman this morning from the one 
she was atthe inquest yesterday. She feels 
her disgrace terribly, and admits that she 
herself is ina great measure to blame for the 
verdict of the Coroner’s jury. Every one at 
the inquest, except Andrews, seemed to be 
her enemy, and as the damaging story of the 
Orthmans was against her and Andrews 
jointly she had no one else to look to for sym- 
pathy and advice, and that was how she 
came to speak to Andrews, who had always 
been a friend to bother husband and her- 
self. ‘‘It is not so,’’ said Mrs. Will- 
famson this morning, ‘‘that Andrews came 
to see me without the knowledge of my hus- 
band. Welived at Mr. Orthman’s hardly a 
month and it was during the last days of that 
time that Andrews lived with us. He boarded 
with us and ate supper with my husband and 
myselfevery evening. Mrs. Orthman told 
a lotofliesonme, I wasneverin the room 
when Andrews wasin bed. He came to the 
house avout 8 o’clock inthe morning and I 
cooked his breakfast for him. Then he went 
to bed and slept until 3 or 40’clock inthe af- 
ternoon. Before he went to work in the even- 
ing my husband returned and we all three 
ate supper together.’’ 

Mrs. Willlamson admitted that all three lived 
in one room, but claimed that she also had 
the use ofa ballway which she occupid dur- 
ingthe day. She used it as asortof sitting 
room, kitchen, reception room and every- 
thing, while Andrews was asleep. He occu- 
pied the same bed during the day that she 
and her husband occupied at night. This to 
save expense. Her husband’s salary was 
only $35 a month, which was not 
enough to support them unless 
they kept boarders. In regard to Mrs. 
Orthman, she knew very little except 
that she was a very meddlesome woman, and 
was always quarreling with her husband. 
Once she struck him witha stick and nearly 
broke hisarm, and they were fighting like 
cats and dogs nearly all thetime. ‘‘I don’t 
know anything very badagainst her except 
her quarrelsome and meddlesome disposi- 
tion,’’ said Mrs. Williamson. ‘‘Once she 
opened the folding door between our room 
and another room while I was gone, but 
found my husband there to her surprise. 
Then she made the excuse that she wanted to 
tell him of my conduct with Anderson, and 
she did tell him a jot of stuff about us which 
there wasn’ta word oftruthin. My husband 
told me ali about it and we got out of the 
house as s00n as we could.’’ 

BLAMES ANDREWS. 

In regard to the shooting Mrs. Williamson 
said thatthe trouble between her husband 
and Andrews grew.out of the disappearance 
of an umbrella from the stable where they 
worked, and not from any jealousy which 


her husband had, as had been stated. ‘‘ About 
husband found an um- 


prisoner, 
foreman, told him 
that if it within 
a week or ten he could 
have it, and one day last week he brought 
the umbrella home. Andrews heard of it, 
and when Mr. Fisher, the proprietor, com- 
lained of having lost an umbrella he toid 
oO that my husband had stolen it. Mrs. 
Fisher came and got the umbrella last Satur- 
day morning, and that same morning my 
husband and Andrews had a quarrel atthe 
stable, and so far as I know that was the 
first quarrel they ever had, and it had noth- 
ing whatever to do with myself. 
My husband told me that same day 
that Andrews drew his nistol on 
him and was going toshoot him that morn- 
ing, It was last Saturday, too, that 
we broke up housekeepjng. We found that 
$35 a month owouldn’t support us and 
pay for our furniture besides,and so we de- 
cided I should goto work and help my hus- 
band earn enough money to pay for the 
furniture, and then we’d go to housekeeping 
again. We stored the furniture andl 
went to work in a boarding-house. 
was to call at the stable 
Saturday night and we were to talk over our 
lansthere together. I cooked supper Satur- 
ay night for thirty-five people and was very 
tired and thought at first that I would not go 
to the barn, butas my husband expected me 
I decided to go anyway. We were going fo 
sit down onacouple of chairs just outside 
the harness room, and that nobody should 
overhear us my husband pulled the harness 
room door tu. Andrews was inside and 
opened the dooragain. Mr. Williamson shut 
it again and Andrews — it a second 
time. Then my husband opened it 
once more and rushed intothe room. I had 
hold of his coatandtriedto hold him back, 
but he pulled away from me. I went into the 
harness-room right behind him, when 
Andrews shot him. My husband had noth- 
ing whatever in his hand and was fully 
three feet from Andrews all the time. I 
don’t know whether my husband was going 
to strike him or not, buthe didn’t say any- 
thing and made no motion.as if he were 
going to draw a knife or pistol 
or anything else. Andrews had plenty 
_of time to get away and didn’t have to shoot 
him. It was after thisthat my husband ran 
out and gota hatchet. He was then bleeding 
from the wound in his breast, and hadal- 
ready said that he was shot. He came back 
where 1 was in the harness-roon:, but An- 
drews had ‘run out of asidedoor. My 
husband threw the hatchet at him, but it 
struck the door, and then Andrews fired 
again, but hit nobody.’’ 

This evidence of Mrs. Williamson disproves 
the theory of conspiracy between herself and 
Andrews to kill her husband, and also 
nee a pretty strong case of murder in 
the first degree against Andrews. She says 
that she first met Andrews at Topeka, Kan., 
about eighteen months ago, ora short time 
after her marriage to Williamson. She and 
ber husband came toS8t, Louis last July and 
Andrews a week ortwo later. None of them 
haveany relatives in St. Louis. Andrews 
has a sister in St. Paul, and her relatives and 
those of her husband all live in Jefferson 
1 tae Kan. The parentsof all three are 

ead.

WASHINGTON, D. O., May 3.—The Senate on 
motion of Mr. Morgan of Alabama, one of the 
conferees, laid aside the conference report on 
the Chinese exclusion bill and gave the floor 
to Mr. Kyle of Bouth Dakota fora speech on 
the silver question. Mr. Kyle commenced by 
saying that the people had an account to 
settle with the advocates of the gold basis 
and would not rest until their rights were 
restored. Thérettpon he delivered an elabor- 
ate argument in favor of free silver, using 
largely the market reports of the prices of 
agricultural produce and of exchange sirce 
the demonetization of silver in support of his 
views.

Fifer will have a walk-over for the 
gubernatorial nomination when the Repub- 
lican State Convention meets to-morrow, Of 
the other candidates, Judge Collins has al- 
ready dropped out of the fight. Judge Horace 
8. Clark claims that he will have 250 votes on 
the first ballot, and Longnecker’s friends 
figure 100 for their candidate. Hunt does not 
give out any figures of his strength, but 
claims that Fifer will not go in withouta 


struggle. 

Among the candidates who have headquar- 
ters atthe Leland Hotei arethe following: 
Gov. Fifer, Judge Joel M. Longenetker of 
Chicago, Judge Horace 8. Clark of Mattoon 
and Attorney-General Geo. Hunt, candidates 
for Governor; Gen. C, W. Pavey and H, Stas- 
sen of Joliet, candidates for Auditor; Coroner 
Henry L. Hertz of Chicago and Senator M. M. 
Bassett of Peoria, candidates for Treasurer; 
Hon. Geo. Prince of Galesburg, candidate 
for Attorney-General: Secretary of State 
Pearson, candidate for re-election; Lieut.- 
Gov. Ray and J. N. Oarter of Quincy, candl- 
dates for Lieutenant-Governor; Richard Yates 
of Jacksonville, Geo. 8. Willetts of Chicago 
and Gen. John I. Rinaker of Carlinville, can- 
didates for Congressman at large. 

The Fifer men say there will be but one 
ballot, which will probably be taken on 
Thursday, the preliminary work of the con- 
vention occupying all of weenewn and 
that the Governor will have a majority over 
all his competitors. 

The convention will be composed of 1,235 
delegates and will be held in the Uall of 
Representatives at the State Capitol. 
It will be the largest convention 
in the history of the party in this State. Al- 
though it does not attract the general atten- 
tion which the recent Democratic Convention 
drew to it, the gathering is stillof large im- 
portance, being a presidential year and much 
depending on the complexion of the State 
ticket in carrying the national ticket to suc- 


cess. 
The slate which finds most favor to-day is 
as follows: 


all parts of the State have been pouring 
into the city since yesterday to 
attend the State convention, which 


will be held to-morrow to 
elect dele gates to the National Convention at 
Chicago and nominate the State elect oral 
ticket. The new Pabst Hotel is the rallying 
point of the knights of Democracy, as the 
State Central Committee and most of the 
Congressional delegations have their head- 
quarters there. 

Uniike the Republicans, the Democrats 
have elected none of their district delegations 
to the National Convention, and as tiie dis- 
trict delegations will have that work to do, 
they will naturally get together early to dis- 
cuss candidates before the convention opens. 

Another thing which -has been bringing the 
delegates in to-day is the meeting of- the 
State Central Committee, to be held to-night 
for the purpose of outlining the work of the 
convention. The meetingis tobe secret. It 
is safe to say, however, that the electoral 
ticket wil be named at to night’s 
meeting and that a resolution indorsing 
Grover Cleveland wili also be drafted.

BLUEBEARD'S BOOK. 


‘Murderer Deeming Writing a History 
of His Crimes. 


CLOSELY GUARDED TO PREVENT HIs 
CHEATING THE HANGMAN. 


He Is Resigned to His Fate and Has No 
Hope of Clemency~—Train Wreckers 
Fail of Their Purpose—Escaped From 
Jail With a Death Sentence Pending— 
Crimes. 


MELBOURNE, May 8.—After Deeming was 
conveyed last night fromthe court-room in 
which sentence of death had just been passed 
upon himandreturnedto the jail his cloth- 
ing was taken from himand he was com- 
pelled to don the attire worn by convicts in 
the prison. He wasthen placedin the con- 
demned cell and heavyirons were locked 
upon his wrists to prevent him from commit- 
ting suicide, Thereisscarcelya doubt that 
he would kill himself if the opportunity of- 
fered, andaclose watch will be kept upon 
him in order that he does not cheat the gal- 
lows. He did not appeartobeat all cast 
down by his fate, and after a short conver> 
sation with the warden’s detail to watch him 
he threw himseif upon the pallet in his cell 
and slept calmly until this morning. 

Much interest is manifested in the bio- 
graphy that Deeming is writing, and upon 
which he has spent much of his time since he 
was imprisoned. It issaid that the man’s 
overweening vanity will impel him to confess 
in this work all the crimes he has ever com- 
mitted. By appealing to the Judicial Com- 
mittee of the Privy Council Deeming may 
succeed in putting off his execution fora 
time, but his haste to complete his book 
shows that he has little, ifany, hope of es- 
caping hanging. Early this morning he re- 
sumed his writing of his biography, 
which he says he will bequeath 
to Miss Rounseill, the young lady to 
whom he was engaged at thetime of his 
arrest. He expresses the hope that the 
profits which he may derive from its publica- 
tion willin some degree compensate her for 
the wrong and annoyance which he has been 
the means of inflicting upon her.

Present Status of the Fight Between 
Ranchers and Rustlers. 

This morning Elbert E. Hunter of Laramie, 
Wyo., arrivedin the city, stopping at the 
Laclede. Mr. Hunter said: ‘‘I have just 
come from the country south of the 
Wind River Mountains, where the 
cattle war has been raging.

Thefacts are these: For several 
years the small ranchers, some raising cattle 
and some engaged in agriculture, have been 
pushing north into the region hitherto given 
up to the large grazers.

They take up 
and fence claims along the water, 
rendering the back country useless, as it 
cannot be converted into agficultural land

ADVANTAGES TO BE DERIVED FROM 
THE PROPOSED CHANGE. 


The British Minister Lacks Intimate 
Knowledge of Canada’s Relations With 
the United States—Dominion Interests 
Should Be Managed by Her Own Spe- 
cial Ambassadors. ) 


OfTrawa, Ontario, May 3.—A debate of 
Dalton 
McCarthy moved ‘‘that in the opinion of this 
House, in view of the vast commercial inter- 
est existing between the United States of 
America and Canada and of political ques- 
tions from time to time requiring adjustment 
Detween the Dominion and the neighboring 
Republic, it would tend to the advancement 
of these interests and the promotion of a bet- 
ter understanding between the two countries 
were representatives appointed by the Gov- 
ernment of the Dominion, subject to the ap- 
proval of Her Majesty’s imperial advisers, 
and attached to the staff’of Her Majesty’s 
Minister at Washington, specially charged to 
watch, guard and represent the interest of 
Canada.’’ 

The member of Simcoe dealt at some length 
with the necessity of adopting some means 
more in accordance with modern institutions 
to prevent friction between the two coun- 
tries, rather than by the red tape system of 
Downing street. 

He set forth how Great Britainhad been 
from year to yeag Since 1865 recognizing the 
principle that Canada should be represented 
in all matters subject.to negotiation between 
Her Majesty’s 

presentatives, having Canadian interests 
theart, could nothave the same intimate 
nowledge of Canadian questions as inhab- 
tants of the Dominion. In addition tothe 
Ashery disputes there were constantly aris- 
ng questions in regard to bonding privileges 
;and the interest of Canadian railways. 

Mr. Foster said he would support the mo- 
in so far as it evinced a desire for the 
extension in Canada of the management of 
He, 
however, considered the condition of Canada 
anomalous. Such a representative as was 
proposed would have more than a commer- 
Cial status and less than a representative of 
a foreign power. ‘The Government here has 
already inaugurated the system of appointing 
commercial representatives at various trade 
centers. Already good results had been 
achieved in France andthe WestIndies. He 
agreed that it would be a good idea to have 
the commercial agent at Washington charged 
with the duty of watching the tendency of 
trade and other Canadian interests, but it 
Miust not be overlooked that if these duties 
were exposed difficulty might arise as to the 
practical nature of his position.

MARRIED HER HEATHEN. 


Story of the Courtship of Miss Field and 
J. Lee Wing. 


New YORK, May 8.—The latest develop- 
ments in the troubles of Trinity Baptist 
Church over the heathen Chinee inthe Sun- 
day-school is the marriage of Mr. J. Lee 
Wing, the pig-talled pupilof Miss Field, to 
his teacher. The marriage occurred several 
days ago, but was not publicly known at the 
time. The ceremony was performed by Pas- 
tor Hudson, who preached his farewell ser- 


mon Sunday night,as telegraphed the SUNDAY 
PoSsT-DIsSPATCH. ‘This church was the first in 
the city to take Chinamen into its fold and 
teach them Christianity in the Sunday-school. 

For fourteen years there had been Chinese 
pnpils in the Sunday-school, and the good 
people who taught them saw year by year 
the number of pigtails decrease, as China- 
man after Chinaman was gathered into the 
fold. A Mrs. Augusta Cartuo, a white-haired 
old lady of 70, was the superintendent of the 
school, Miss Field, now Mrs. Wing, wasa 
ward of Mrs. Carto, and a very charming 
young lady to look upon. The two livea at 
160 East Fifty-figth street, just across from 
the church. 

Mrs. Carto was the widow ofan English 
army officer, and in her travels in various 
parts of the world had somehow picked up a 
smattering of Chinese. She used totry to 
talk to Chinamen in their native tongue, and 
she taught Miss Field a few words of the pe- 
culiar jargon. 

Uponthe pleaof wanting a ‘‘petty lady’’ 
for a teacher when Wing became a pupil of 
the school Miss Field was assigned e task 
of teaching the heathen the true faith, 

He was quite shy at first and looked upon 
her as a superior being. He listened with reg 
spect to her every. word and scarcely 
ventured tosay anything except to answer 
questions. But Miss Fleld was very gracious 
toher pupil and talked to him in sucha 
simple manner and frequently on such 
ordinary affairs tha the beganto gain confi- 
dence in himself. 

Atthattime suppers were held in Trinity 
after Sunday-school was over, on the plea 
that many of the Chinamen lived in Brook- 
lyn and Jersey City and needed refresh. 
ment before starting on their journey from 
Manhattan Island. Miss Field always took 
pame to see that Wing got the best of every- 
thing. 

Summer came and with it the annual picnic 
for the CUhinamen. Wing was there resplen- 
dent in a new suit of American clothes and a 
brand new straw hat, with a tri-colored 
band. Teachers and pupils went aboard 
one of the Starin steamers and started up 
the Hudson for a grove near Yonkers, Wing 
had for some time been secretly nursing a 
tenderffeeling for Miss Field beneath his 
Chinese blouse. 

In his new clothes he felt he might almost 
deciare his interest in the young woman 
openly. He was by herside all day. They 
lunched together, and had a row by them- 
seivesina boat, and coming home in the 
moonlight they sang together from the same 
Moody & Sankey hymn-book. That night 
Wing was sure he was in lovein dead earnest, 

The friends of Miss Field began to speculate 
as to whether it was Wing’s heart or his soul 
that interested her so deeply. At length 
it was rumored thatthe pair were engaged. 
This caused a small riot in the church. 
There was a lot of talk, and finally the trus- 
tees of the church took up the matter and 
voted to abolish the after-Sunday-school sup- 
pers. Mrs. Carto rebelled, and when affairs 
came toanissue she and Miss Field invited 
the pupils and teachers to continue the 
weekly suppers at their rooms across the 
way. 

Wing frequently stayed to visit after all 
the rest were gone. He had a portrait or 
himself drawn and framed and presented it 
to Miss Field, and it occupied a prominent 
place on her wall. He brought her presents 
of fruit and flowers and odd little bits of bric- 
a-brac from China and Japan. He even took 
her to the theater. 

The Chinamen have left the Sunday-school, 
but Miss Fleld still has her old pupil. Hetis

TO THE FAR NORTH. 


Col. Gilder’s Proposed Magnetic Survey 


in Polar Regions. 


NEW YorK, May 3.—Col. H. Gilder, who 
with Lieut. Schwatka won fame in bringing 
back from the Northern regions informa- 
tion respecting Franklin and his expedition, 
again proposes to make a journey to the 
North, this time atthe head of a party to 
make a magnetic survey of the region im- 
mediately surrounding the Northern mag- 
netic pole. The American Geographical So- 
clety of this city, the National Academy of 
Sciences at Washington, members of the 


United States Coast Survey anda number of 
other scientific men are interested in the pro- 
posed expedition. Although some funds 
have been pledged for fitting out the party 
and for carrying onthe work, nothing def- 
inite has been determined upon in the way of 
plans, the money required, the exact route, 
etc. 
The American Geographical Society, with 
Col. Gilder, bas taken the initiative, and for 
the purpose of discussing the exploration the 
society held a special meeting last night in 
Chickering Hall. Ex-Judge Charles P. Daly 
presided, and briefly outlined the advantages 
of a northern magnetic survey. 

Prof. Trowbridge said that as a re 
sult of the expedition the magnetic 
pole would not only be definitely 
located, but the whole worldof terfestial 
physics benefited. He said that in his 
opinion all magnetic surveys on land should 
be prohibited, as the true importance and 
the bernefitto be derived were onthe sea 
alone. for the mariner who is dependent up- 
on his comnass. He looked forward to a 
time when a station might be established 
in the neighborhood of the magnetic pole and 
telegraphic comunication be made between 
it and the rest of the world, 

Prof. Meyer explained that one thing it 
would be sought to establish at the ;point 
where the needle assumes the vertical pos!i- 
tion was whether the so-called pole was fixed 
or moving. He was enthusiastic in his ap- 
proval ofthe proposed expedition and ex- 
pressed the hope that America would then 
lead in definitely fixing the magnetic pole, 
and ‘‘flying the stars and stripes upon it.’’ 

Gen, Gilder ad gf outlined the magnetic 
curveys that had been made. He spoke of 
his own journey north andthe valuabie geo- 
graphical work he was obliged to leave 
undone because of the requirements of his 
special mission, No doubt, he said, coukl ex- 
ist as to the practicability of the journey and 
it would be comparatively safe, the party 
passing through a country fairly well peo- 
pled and weil supplied with game, Col. 
Gilder pointed Out on a map the exact posi- 
tion or the pole, and briefly recounted the 
journeys of various expeditions about King 
William’s Island. He is thoroughly convinced 
that his expedition can be successfully car- 
ried out,

Crespo Moving in Force Upon the 
Venezuelan Capital. 


PALACIO’S OFFICERS OUTGENERALED BY 
THE REBEL LEADER. 


Response to the President’s Threat to Kill 
Crespo’s Son—Disposition of the Troops 
inthe Field—How the Revolutionists 
Are Armed—Guzman Blanco’s Propo- 
sition. ae 


LAQUAYRA, Venezuela, May 3.—The fall of 
Caracas, the Venezuelan capital, is almost 
assured, The position of President Palacio’s 
forces are such that to unite them inan 
effort and repel the columns of the rebel 
Gen, Crespo seems impossible. There are 
only 3,500 or 4,000 troops in Caraqas, as the 
city was deprived of most of its garrison to 
supply men for the decisive battle expected 
by Palacio to be fought near Crespo’s camp 
on the southern shore of Lake Valencia. The 
Government cavalry is poorly mounted. The 
infantry is in bad condition for forced 
marches, asthearmy stores are low and the 
people of the country conceal or destroy 
their provisions upon the approach of Pala- 
cio’s soldiers. Thecondition of the country 
through which the opposing armies have 
marched is desperate. 

Palacio’s hopes of victory center on his two 
commanders Ybarra and Cassanas, neither 
of whom are men of military education or ex- 
perience. They are political generals. These 
officers left Caracas with a force of about 
8,000 men and marched in the direction of 
Valencia, to see what Crespo was doing and 
to get some adequate idea of his strength. 
They got into Valencia and now they are un- 
able to get out; for Gen. Crespo, with an 
army immensely larger than theirs, 
lies between thera and Caracas. 
Crespo’s force is placed at 18.000 
infantry and 2,000 cavalry. The revolution- 
ists are Well armed. Of the infantry 8,000 
are armed with Mannlicher small caliber re- 
peaters and 6,000 with Martini-Henri rifles of 
the latest model. Most of these guns areof 
Austrian manufacture and have been 
smuggled in from Hamburg steamships. The 
cavalry is well mounted. The army is said 
to be accompanied by thousands of camp 
followers, who have joined the _ revo- 
lutionists and are ready to fight 
as soon as arms can be found for them. 
Crespo is welcomed in all the villages along 
the line of march, and money and food are 
supplied to him from all sides. 

Gen. Crespo detached several thousand 
infantry, under command of Gen. Mora, to 
make a demonstration against Victoria for 
the purpose of diverting the attention of the 
Government Generals and giving him an op- 
portunity to get well in advance of Palacio’s 
army beitorethe latter could discover his in- 
tention to capture Caracas. 

The latest reports show Crespois getting 
dangerously near Caracas, but he isnot yet 
prepared to attack it. He will not descend 
on Caracas until Victoria has fallen, and all 
his plans are now tending to the accomplish- 
ment of this latter object. Guerre, who, 
with Alayon and others has rendered Caracas 
helpless on the prairies inand around Cala- 
dozo, has been ordered up to the investment 
of Victoria. When this place is taken a death 
blow will have been given to Palacio’s cause, 

CRESPO’S RESPONSE TO PALACIO’S THRBAT. 

NEW YORK, May 3.—A press dispatch from 
Barquisimeteo, Venezuela, says: Dictator 
Palacio’s alleged threatto kill the 23-year: 
old son of Gen. Crespo as soon as the last 
named comes within a league of Caracas hds 
reached the headquarters of the Revolution- 
ists and excited great indignation. Gen, 
Crespo declares that if his son is put to death 
Palacio will be burhed at the stake in the 
plazain front of the Casa Amarilla. The 
Revolutionists will do all they can to prevent 
the Dictator from carrying out his threat,but 
ifhe should kill young Crespo Palacio may 
expect, if captured, to be cremated. 

PALACIO’S PROCLAMATION, 

WASHINGTON, D.C., May 3.—The Venezuelan 
Legation here has secured information from 
Caracas stating that President Palacio has 
issued acircularto the people of Venezuela 
in which he says at the conclusion of the 
war, whether it results in victory for -the 
Government or submission tothe rebels, the 
different States will be called upon to elect 
representatives to the Assembly, which wiil 
consider the question of the reformed constl- 
tution. Tothis Assembly he will hand in his 
resignation, which forno human considera- 
tion would he retain for a longer period. 

The new constitution provides for the‘elec- 
tion of the President by a direct vote ofr the 

eople. There will be no more electoral col- 
eges to be bought up by moneyed aspirants. 
There will be no more Presidents of States— 
all willbe plain governors, subservient in 
every wayto the national authority. The 
sovereignty of the States andclass rule will 
give way tothe sovereignty of the people, 
witb national authority everywhere supreme, 

Palacio’s planisto have the Governors of 
the several States to send delegates to a 
national convention to be held in the capital 
of the Republic at an early day to discuss the 
situation and totake such measures as they 
may deem meet to secure the indorsement of 
the proposed new constitution at mass meet- 
ingsto be calledin the principal cities and 
towns of the Republic. 

When this is done, the Executive will vol- 
untarily retire from power and leave the 
people free to elect his successor, voting 
direct as provided for in the new constitu- 
tion, and not through electors chosen by the 
States as heretofore, 

There has been much speculation as to the 
attitude of Guzman Blanco, the ex-Dictator, 
in the present revolution. He is now in 
Paris. Blanco’sclosest friendssay that he 
has no intention toreturnto Venezuela nor 
ambition to become again its President. 
They admit, however, that he is endeavor- 
ing to force the Nationals to throw Palacio 
overandtoadopt brother-in-law Mattos as 
their leader tand presidential candidate. 
Should this scheme work Palacio will be sent 
on tothe States by the first steamer to re- 
lieve Bolet Perazaas Minister at Washington, 
and Guzman Blanco himself will again be 
placed at the head of Venezuela’s legations 
at Paris and in the other capitals of Europe. 

Should Palacio acquiesce in this and em- 
bark at once he could possibly save the na- 
tional party from humiliation, if not defeat, 
and put anend to the revolution. The Fed- 
eral leaders—Crespo, Rojas Paul, Colinas and 
Tebar—all have a high personal regard for 
Mattos, and, though he would not, of course, 
be acceptable to their party as a presidential 
candidate, it is not improbable that with 
him they would quickly arrange a suspension 
of hostilities pending the legal reorganiza- 
tion of Congress and a fair and peaceable 
presidential election.

Wall Paper Hangers’ Demands— 
Shorter Hours Wanted. 

The advent of May has awakened several 
local disputes between capital and labor 
which have been in abeyance for some time, 
As was stated in the Post-DISPATCH yesterday, 
Paper Hangers’ Union,No, 132,of the Brother- 
hood of Painters and Decorators, have offi- 
Clally declared thatthe strike of March 201s 
again in active operation. The several deal- 


ers inthe city are now inthe midst of their 
busy season and _ the strikers trust 
to take them at a disadvantage, 
The men have changed their tactics in this, 
that they refuse to give any information to 
the public except in homeopathic doses. 
‘*You may, on the authority of the Executive 
Committee of the union, state that the 
strike has been renewed,’’ said a mem- 
ber of that body. He refused to an- 
swer how many were on 4a _ strike 
and what demands they were making. ‘‘The 
bosses clip those things from the paper and 
know all about our business,’’ he explained, 
He stated that the present strike was 
merely a renewal of the former strike. 
Pay by the roll or piece instead of regular 
salaries, and a recognition of the union were 
the demands made them, and they are the 
source of the present agitation. 

Although, as already stated, the dealers 
are now handling a heavy trade they claim 
with one accord that they have no personal 
knowledge of any strike. Chas. Dauernheim, 
214 North Broadway, declared that some of 
the so-called strikers—‘‘men who never 
work,’’ Mr. Dauernhelm styled them— 
appeared in the alley in the 
rear of his establishment this 
morning and attempted to coerce some of his 
men and induce them to quit work, ‘‘They 
did not succeed,’’ said, he, ‘*but I’ll have 
some of them arrestedif they come there 
again. I shall demand police protection.’’ 
George A. Newcomb, President of the New- 
comb Bros. WallPaper Co., Seventh and 
Locust streets, stated that the strike did not

‘effect them atall. ‘‘Itissaid thatthey want 


to be paid by the roll. Wepay our men by 
the week because we consider that it is toour 
interest, to their interest and to the interest 
of the trade, and we intefd to continue this 
system.’’ J. L. Isaacs claimed that the 
strike was of no concern to his firm. 

The gas-fitters went ona strike yesterday 
morning in several of the large establish- 
ments of the city. They demanded ten hours’ 
pay for eight hours’ work. The men re- 
turned to work at noon yesterday pending 
the settlement of the disp®ite. 

The sewer laborers struck yesterday for 
eight hours. The demand was granted in 
some instunces, but the men wanted ten 
hours’ wages, which the bosses would not 
allow. The menare stillona strike in some 
places, but settlements have been generally 
effected.

DON'T DO IT NOW. 


Physicians Deny Responsibility for the 
Morphine Habit’s Spread. 


THE CHARGE WAS TRUE, HOWEVER, UN- 
TIL RECENT YEARS. 


Morphine Used so Generally in Medi- 
cal Practica as to Produce Many 
‘*Fiends’’—Coal Gas Derivatives Now 
Také Its Place—-A ‘“‘Sunday Post-Dis- 
patch”? Story Discussed. 


The ,SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH published 
the story of a St. Louis physician who 
cured himselfof the morphine habit after 
twelve years’ slavery toit. The story was a 
remarkable and deeply interesting one of 
personal experience as a ‘‘morphine flend,’’ 
and at its very commencement the physician 
made the astonishing statement that there 
were .at present fully twenty thousand 
victims of morphine in St. Louls, 
and that this alarming extent 
of the dreadful habit was largely due to the 
free use by physiciang of the hypodermic 
syringe in administeriig morphine for the 
alleviation of sick headaches, nervousness, 
etc., in their practice, 

‘‘Who is responsible,’® the self-rescued 
‘*fiend’’ asked, ‘‘for the 20,000 morphine 
victims in St. Louis? The physician and the 
drugzgist.’’ 

This direct charge, coming from a member 
ofthe very profession indicted, aman who 
presumably has made a pecullarly close 
study of the causes leading tothe formation 
ofthe morphine habit, seemed to warrant 
investigation, and a PoOSsT- DISPATCH 
reporter to-day inserviewed several 
prominent physicians who are in a 
position to speak knowingly on the subject. 
Their frank discussion of the charge made by 
a fellow- physician will be found decidedly in- 
teresting. 

DR. COLES INTERVIEWED. 

Dr. Walter Coles, President of the St. Louls 
Medical Society, said: 

‘*The statement that physicians are respon- 
sible in most cases forthe formation of the 
morphine habit is true to a certain extent, 
and was especially true up to the last few 
years. It was true because morphine, the 
active principle of opium, was the great 
king of pain, and there was constant 
necessity for its frequent use in practice, 
especially among women, who are subject to 
so many painful diseases from which the 
opposite sex is exempt. In the use of mor- 
phine a physician has, or had, peculiar 
pressure brought to bear upon him, 
The greatest was that of entreaty 
for relief from pain, and another 
but lesser temptation to its use, was. that of 
lack of time in which to relieve some minor 
physical ailments, and the certainty that 
morphine would give the desired temporary 
relief promptly and leave the physician at 
liberty to attend to other patients. Of course 
the greatest caution was always exercised, 
putin many cases, especially those of wo- 
men, thereis no doubt that the morphine 
habit was formed owing to the morphine hav- 
ae Ses been admistered by a physician. 
Whena person subject to great prysicel 
suffering learns what magical relief is af- 
afforded almost instantly , hine, the 
temptation to recur to its use atthe first re- 
turn of the pain so much dreaded is 
of course very strong. Especially its this 
true of women, who have a 
tendency to shrink from pain, and an iInabil- 
ity to bear it, more pronounced than is the 
case with men. Women who become ad- 
dicted to the use of morphine do 80 almost 
entirely througha beginning of its use asa 
reliever of pain. 

‘*With man the case Is different. Most male 
morphine victims have fallen under the 
habit by first using, — as a yperve 
steadier after alcoholic excesses, Some 
few who are under great 
business or professional Strain learn 
its use asa stimulant tocarry them through 
their day’s work and worry, and to become 
victims to the habit. But however begun, 
the fact thatitis such a potent herve stimu- 
lant, once learned, is an almost irresistible 
temptation to its further use. 

**A physician never, or very seldom, knows 
thata patient is becoming a morphine fiend, 
because the patient, once resolved upon its 
use,. need not depend npon the physi- 
clan to administer the morphine, They 
can dothat themselves,and knowing this, 
they become secretive and acquire the 
morphine habit unknown to any one. Itis 
this fact which renders any correct estimate 
of the extent of the habit almost im- 
possible. While I do not believe there 
are 20,000 morphine flends in St. Louts, it isa 
fact that any physician with a large practice 
has many such cases come under his knowl- 
edge. The ease with which ee can be 
obtained from the drug stores also serves to 
increase its secret use, Bat of iate 
years there have been found other things, 
especially the derivatives of coal-tar, which 
toacertain extent take the place of mor- 
phine, and the use of which does not become 
a habit. This means forthe future a great 
decrease in the spread of the morphine 
habit.’’ 

DR. LOVE’S VIEWS. 

Dr. I. N. Love said: ‘*The charge made in 
the article published in the SunDAY Post- 
DISPATCH would hold good against the med- 
ical profession up to say eight years ago, 
but it is not so largely true at the 
present day. The use of the hypodermic 
syringe is not nearly sojgeneral now as it was 
uptothat timeand physicians, with other 
substitutes for morphine which were not 
known then, are far more careful in its 
use, Even when morphine has to be adminis- 
tered now many physicians do it in such a 
way as to keep their patients in ignorance of 
its use, so that there can 
sibility of the morphine 
ing formed by the knowledge that it was 
morphine which gave the desired relief. But 
at the time when the physician who told the 
story in yesterday’s SUNDAY Post- DISPATCH, 
and which I read with the greatest interest 
acquired the habit, there is no doubt that 
the profession used it with but few safe- 
guards to keep patients from acquiring the 
morphine habit. Ido not believe that there 
are 20,000 morphine victims in 8t. Louis. I 
think that is overestimating the extent 
ofthe habit greatly. I do not Know of a 
single case in my Hg yeeong and I,have ho rea- 
son to believe that there is such’ an astound- 
ing number of morphine flends In St. Louis as 
was stated by the physician in yesterday’s 
POST-DISPATCH, 

DR. ATKINSON TALKS, 

Dr. R. C. AtKinson, Secretary ofthe State 
Board of Health, said: ‘*The use of morphine 
by physicians in their practice has decreased 
so of tiate that this charge 
does not against 
the profession. opinion, did it 
ever in reality, because I think that any per- 
son who becomes a morphine victim drifts 
into that awful condition with open eyes. 

‘*Their most valid excuse is that t 
so constituted by nature asto haveas 
tendency to falla victimto the drug than 
other people more strong endowed 
with stdbility of nerve force. To-day 
there is but little round ior 
such a charge against the medical 
profession as that of causing an increase of 
the morphine habit, because with the rapidly 
growing use of the substitutes for morphine 
provided by the derivations of coal-tar, such 
as anti-pyrine, etc., there is but little mor- 
phine used, save in extreme cases.’’

CONFLICTING ATTRACTIONS. 


Movement to Correct the Date of the 
World’s Fair Dedication Services. 


ALBANY, N. Y., May 3:—World’s Fair Com- 
missioner John Boyd Thatcher said yester- 
day: ‘‘Itis unfortunate that New York and 
Chicago should each insist upon celebrating 
the 12th day of October asthe day of the Co- 
lumbian landing, The celebration of that 
event by New York City was not intended to 
detract fromthe glory of the Chicago occa- 
sion, butit willthat effect. Our State has 
made this day a legal holiday and has di- 
rected the city of New York to commemorate 
the day with appropriate ceremonies. The 
Congress of the United States has directed 


the National Commission fo celebrate the day 
in Chicago by dedicating the Exposition 
buildings. The two events will take from the 
eclatofeither. There is but one solution of 
the diMiculty thatI can see. Oongress, which 
poey is still In session, while the New York 
Legislature is adjourned, should change the 
date of the Chicago celebration to Oct. 21. 
This not only meets the difficulty of confiict- 
ing celebrations, but itcorrectsa false date. 
If we are to be exact in commemorating the 
400th anniversary of the Columbian discovery, 
our celebration must fall on the 21st of Octo- 
ber, which corresponds, according to the 
Gregorian calendar,with the 12th day of Octo- 
ber of the Jullancalendar. It requires the 
dropping of just nine days to make an event 
marked in the Julian calendar as falling on 
Oct. 12in the fifteenth century, agres with 
the true astronomical tropical date. After 
1582 ten days were dropped to correct the 
false date or old style. England did not 
adopt the Gregorian calondar until - 1572, 
when it became necessary to drop eleven 
days. Begides the propriety of correcting the 
date we have the best of precedents in 
American history. Forefathers’ Day ts cele- 
brated in New England on Nov. 19, although 
the Pilgrims reached Cape Cod on Nov. 19, 
1620. The people of Boston celebrate the an- 
niversary of the foundation of their city on 
Sept. 17, although the event occurred, ac- 
cording to the calendar, on Sept. 7. 

‘*lhe 250th anniversary of the foundation 
of Providence was celebrated on Aug. 5, 
1886, although the event is recorded in con- 
temporary calendars as occuring on July 
26, 1636. In each of these cases ten days is 
dropped from the reckoning. Washington 
was born on Feb, 11, 1732, yet we celebrate his 
birthday on the 22d of February, the discrep- 
ancy between the civil and astronomical 
time being then eleven days. 3} would not 
suggest changing this date even to correct it, 
ifthe 12th day of October had become as 
familiar tous as, forinstance, July 4. From 
time on, the date of the Columbian discovery 
will be in every one’s mind and it is now 
proper and expedient to correct the old style 
and adopt the true date.’’ 


FELL FROM THE BASKET. 


An <Aeronaut’s Narrow Escape From 
Serious Injury in North St. Louis. 

Athriiling balloon ascension, with almost 
a fatal ending, occurred at Christ Neff’s 
Grove, on Broadway, opposite O’Falion Park 
gate, last Sunday evening shortly after 11 
o’clock. The daring aeronaut was Prof. Jos. 
L@ Roux. He anncunced the hour for ascen- 
sion to be between 9 and 10 o’clock, but a light 
wind interfered aad prevented him from get- 


ting his balloon in readiness until a later 
hour, the ballcon to be used having to be 
filled with hot air generated by a huge bon- 
fire built beneath the opening ofthe bag. 
When all ‘was ready at 
o’clock Prof. La Roux stepped 
the basket, and amid the plaudits 
15,000 people, he arose heavenward. Up and 
up the huge bird of the night ascended until 
a height of 2,500 feet was reached. A mere 
speck in the heavens, like a far away ‘star, 
was all that showed the gaping throng 
whither the balloon and its occupant had 
gone. Prof. La Roux then began to discharge 
the large supply of fireworks which he had 
taken with him, and produced a brilliant 
effect. At the same time he tossed 
from the basket a multitude of Ittle 
hand bills which spread out over a large 
area like so many snow flakes. Muny of the 
people were curious to know what the papers 
were, but at that Instant the crowd was hor- 
riflea to see the balloon approach the Missis- 
sippi, and atthe same moment begina rapid 
descent. Theair was cold and damp; and 
penetrating the bag, chilled the warm cur- 
rents within. Down, down the balion came, 
and landed within 200 feet oof i the 
river on the side of a small 
creek. When the air ship had almost reached 
the ground the bag gavea sudden lurch, 
which twisted the basket and tossed out 
Prof. La Roux His back struck a fence, 
knocking out a board,and he felito the 
ground. He was not seriously injured, but 
tater he wastroubled with severe pains in 
the back. Assoonashe fell he raised him- 
self with much trouble, and to the first ofan 
impromptu rescuing party who approached 
he showed a little crumpled piece of 
aper which he had taken from 
is pocket. It was a Post-DISPATCH insur: 
ance coupon, which guarantees the payment 
of $0tothe heirs of anyone who meets an 
accidental death with one of them in his 
pocket. The peopie were surprised and all 
commended the tuoughtfulness of Prof. La 
Roux. Several others Who came up had in 
their hands papers dropped from the bal- 
loon. They were hands-bill announcements 
ofthe advantages of a Post-Dispatca cou- 
pon. Prof, La Roux was thus found to prac- 
tice what he preached,

The Hawaiian Islandérs Seeking an Amer- 
ican Protectorate. 


CHICAGO, May 3.—Henry Waterhouse of 
Honolulu is at the Palmer awaiting the 
arrival of ex-Prime Minister Thurston who 
comes to Chicago to arrange for a reproduc- 
tion at the World’s Fair of the great 
Hawalian volcano, Mauna Loa. 

‘‘Afinexation of the Hawalian islands to 
the United States,’’ he said, ‘‘is tnevitable. 
If a miracle, should, however, lead the 
United States to decline its Opportunity, the 
islands will become the Loy rAd y of some one 
else. Itis impossible for them to continue 
forever as an independent na- 
tion. The reasons for this have been 
frequently toid. Lean only add that after 
forty years spent in Honolulul know that 
these reasons are well grounded.
